There are in my possession, belonging to the town, two 
blades and one arm for the road machine, three bars, one 
phi., one stone hammer, four shovels, one wrench, three 
hooks, one small hammer and about #10 worth of dynamite. 
The ioa,d machine has been put in good repair for next 
yem’ii use.
